"Mill's discussion nf the subjccl in 
his "Polilical Mconomy" was the 
formal introduction of Socialism to 
the Kngllsh academic world. Soon 
after this book was piiblislicd Christian 
.Socinlistn appeared. Ii was followed 
shortly 'by the Sociallsi League .^nd 
the Fabian Society. Amongst Ilio 
advocalCK of all these schools were 
found men trained with a deep philo- 
sophic learning. 

"The indirect and unconscious in- 
fluence on socialism of Carlyle and 
Ru.skin is Important. So too are the 
views propounded by contemporaries 
such .as Shaw, Wells, Helloc niul 
several others. Foremost amongst its 
adverse critics are .Mallorli, l'ost(>r, 
nonisUiorpe and llcrbeil, names wcll- 
l:iiown to every follower' of modern 
theories."

UndergradiKiles will today choose two of tlicir minibcr to rc- 
■Jr,'present tliem on the Athletic Board for the coining year. TIic 
'^^Wniportancc of the Board can easily be realized. It has control 
over all matters in any way connected with athleticS' It should 
be under-stood that athletics now come under university, and not 
undergraduate jurisdiction. The Athletic Board reports to tlie 
university Committee on ' Physical Education. Students have 
Lhi;'ee representatives on the Board, the two elected iflembers, 
and the President of the Students' Council. The other members 
are, the Principal of tlic University who acts as Chairman; the 
Bursar, three graduates, and one of the Stadium guarantors. 
The Athletic Manager is Secretary of the Board. 

The ten dollar athletic fee which each undergraduate is re 
quired to pay as pan of the seventeen dollar universal fee is 
credited to the Board, and is by this body expended in the in- 
terests of Collogo athletics, under the general direction of the 
Committee on Physical Education. 

Whether the majority of students arc in favour of that ten 
dollar fee. or whether they wish it reduced to five, should be de-_ 
termined today, since the referendum, called for at the Students' 
Societ^- meeting, is being held at the same time as the Athletic 
■ Board elections. Little interest seems to have been sliown in tin's 
question between the time of tlie meeting and the referendum and 
it \yas found impossible to call a special meeting to discuss the 
le^^Ëowever plenty has been said for and against it in the 
past. The piudenl representatives on tlie Athletic Board have 
placed their views before the undergraduates in a statement is- 
sued in a recent issue of this paper. ]\Iany opponents of the levy 
fï/have given their opinions in tlic Correspondence Columns. Stu- 
dents have a fair idea of what exactly the whole controversy has 
bèén about. Today the referendum is being held. The whole 
•||33urpose of the referendum will be defeated unless a good .ma- 
'jbrity of students make use of it to express their opinions on the 
vexed question.
